There are 6,500,000 farmers and 
5,500,000 own and operate motor 
vehicles. 

According to the American 
Automobile Association, the motor

FORD INCREASES OUTPUT 

Detroit, Feb. 3—Ford Motor Com- 
pany has increased its production 
to 6,200 cars and trucks daily from 
5,500. The new schedule provides 
for full time employment of five 
| days a week for 93,600 workmen, or 
90 per cent. of force. During the 
past week 68,000 men were on full 
time and 36, 000 on part time. 


Testing Six Special Fuels 


For Anti-Knock Qualities 


Special from A. D. N. Washington Bureau 
\ 7ASHINGTON, Feb. — The 
United States Bureau of Stan- 
dards is co-operating with seven 
American laboratories and three 
British laboratories in a new pro- 
gram of preliminary tesis on six 
special automotive fuels of an 
anti-knock quality. 

The engjne being used in 
tests by all the laboratories is a spe- 
cially designed detonation test motor 
and the primary object of the ex- 
periments is to ascertain whether 
the engine is suitable for 
as a standard knock testing engine. 

Progress has just been reported on 
three distinct phases of the motor 
fuel research work which has been 
carried on by the bureau for the last 
eight years in co-operation with the 
automotive and petroleum industries. 

A report on the properties of gaso- 
line with reference to vapor lock 
presented a simple criterion for esti-

Registrations in Decem- Do 


ber Top Final Month 
Of 1928 


NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—Returns of 
, new commercial car registra- 
tions for December and the full 
year 1929 in Minnesota and South 

Dakota, two representative states 
of the Northwest, show that the 
truck business continued to the 
end of the year at levels exceeding 

1928, and that the total business 
for the year was well above 1928. 

Registrations in Minnesota in 
December amounted to 443, as com- 
pared with 307 in the corresponding 
month of 1928, a gain of 136 units, 
equivalent to 44 per cent. 

In South Dakota the December 
registrations were 129, as against 
sixty-four in December, 1928, a gain 
of sixty-five trucks, equal to 101 per 
cent. 

For the full year 1929, Minne- 
sota sales of new trucks, as indi- 
cated by the actual registrations, 
amounted to 11,282, as against 

395 in 1928, an increase of 3,887, 
equal to 52 per cent.

Analyzing the bad store-keeping phase of the matter, | 
the Department of Commerce finds three causes for loss of 
sales. The good old “out of stock’ lost seventeen, condition | 
of steck lost five, and poor merchandise was responsible for | 
one failure to close the bargain. | 2 
Of course, a department store differs considerably from | 
an automotive shop, yet we venture to guess that if 200 lost| 
sales in the automotive field were analyzed, the causes would ' 
not differ greatly in type and percentage from those listed | 
above. In every branch of retailing there still is plentiful | 
room for education and training of the clerical staff. We} 
are an intensely commercial nation. Trade is our backbone | 
and yet we select in the most haphazard manner the clerks | 
who are to come in contact with the public. 
Here is a subject that could be taught in our schools 
and which would give a boy or a girl training in some- 
thing that might be turned to account in later life. We 
give manual training, why not clerical training in the sense 
of teaching school children the fundamental duties of a 
retail salesman or saleswoman?P- This is 
definitely worth consideration.

HERE is a certain psychological reaction to a bill that | 
is received on the first of the month. Perhaps uncon-| 
sciously the receiver tickets that as a debt to be wiped off | 
at the earliest possible moment.

OWN through the ages, the 

small, independent stores have 
continued to thrive and to do by 
far the greater part of the retail 
business. The department store, 
we are told, was sure to drive the 
small independent store out of 
business. Then it was he mail 
order house which was going to 
accomplish this. Now it is the 
chain store. Yet the small store 
is surely in a stronger position 
today than it ever was before, and 
the actual net profits on the capital 
invested are certainly greater in 
the case of a well managed small 
store than they are in the case 
of great retail organizations. 
\ This, apparently, is in accord- 
ance with the lesson nature has 
taught us. Only the comparatively 
small plants and animals have sur- 














vived. The prehistoric trees and 
animals of mammoth size are all 
extinct. Man, a_ comparatively 


small and weak animal, has gained 
the supremacy of the earth. 

Engineers have figured out that 
up to a certain point a gain in size 
increases efficiency, but a point is 
reached when the disadvantages of 
size equal the advantages, and 
growth beyond that point becomes 
destructive rather than construc- 
tive. The small store does not even 
approach’ this critical stage in size 
It is not always easy to determine 
just when the large store or chain 
organization is reaching it. There- 
fore, the head of the large organiza- 
tion has much more to worry about 
than the small retailer has. 

All things being as they are, ii 
is best for the retailer to stop wor- 
rying about chain stores. Let these 
stores do their own worrying. The 
one person who needs the most 
attention from the retailer is the 
customer. There is a_ possibility 
that in all this talk and thought 
| about which type of store will sur- 
vive far too little attention has 
been given to the customer. Per- 
haps it is for this reason that those 
stores which are catering to their 
customers are making money.
